A Bout th iytb of November laft,'or 
fomewhat later in the Month , 
fickned the illuftrious Perfon, 
whofe Death we are about to relate:

But notwithstanding his ; Ftvcr encrea- 
fed, and that the OdnefTes in his Behaviour 
were frequent enough, yet he had his 
lucid Intervals for feveral Days after, 
and afre&ed of all things to pais fox a 
fykderatc Man. Few but his trufUcft 
Servants and faft friends knew the 
worft of his Condition, and the utmohV 
Care was taken to conceal it from the 
World.

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ger of that y the Clerk of the Lunacies 
was always out of the way in the full of 
the Moon , and his Landlord, and his 
Landlord's Confeffor were 'Squire Wbiggs 
Bofom Friends. 

He continued in this State , with- 
out any remarkable iteration , till the 
fourteenth Day of December following ^ 
upon which unhappy Day he made fuch 
a Difcovery of his Phrenzy, in a publick 
Place, as put it almoft out of the Power 
of his Friends to ditiemble or difguife it 
any longer.

fent them up every Night to his Mafter, 
as he had newly given Orders.
